AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL FNSTDENTO PROM Youn LOoAs Sewrrr soorcrLron 
Dear Resident, 


The initials T.V.E.I. mean little to many people in Cambridgeshire :+ *bey play a 
vital part in extending education for the 1l-19 year olds across the County. The 
Technical and Vocational Education Initiative was launched 5 years ago in Cambs. 
with a grant of £5 million from the Government sponsored Manpower Services Comm- 
ission. Its objective to extend practical experience to back up the theory of 
learning using modern technology. A pilot scheme has been running in the 
Peterborough area which is to be extended to all secondary schools in the next 
three years. 


In the 12 months since the storm the C.C. in conjunction with other organisations 
has started a programme of tree replacement. During the coming winter 35,000 
trees are expected to have been replaced with some ),000 extra trees being made 
available to D.C's, these will be delivered in the autumn. The replanting 
consists of broad leaved trees mainly beech which is a characteristic of Cambs. 


Cambs is one of the fastest Srowing counties in the UK, its population up by 15% 
against the national average of 1%. Much of this growth was in Peterborough, 
Huntingdon and South Cambs. The Fenland having only marginal growth. These 
figures are in a comprehensive document detailing figures for all Parishes, Wards 
and Districts with population statistics for the last 10 years. 


The rapid growth of Cambs as an economic centre and in housing development requires 
the C.C. to plan carefully for the coming decade. A working group has been set up 
to study the future challenges the Council must face with the rapidly increasing 
population and environmental changes and decide how best to provide ouality 
services end value for money for *the ratepayer. It also looks at the impact of the 
European Community and likely skill shortages which will occur as well as their 
response to new legislation. The working group will report to the Policy 
Committee in the New Year. 


The County's Library and Museum Report 1988 describes the many activities of the 
service and makes interesting reading. Book issues in Cambridge and other areas 
have d@Creased although there is a rise in usage of the information service. Total 
cost of the library service exceeds £1 million, 23% is spent on new material and 
there are 288 full time employees.
